Th< 
residents of that beautiful section of tbi 
city are fixing up their property in fin< 
shape, and many new dwellings hav< 
been put up bince last fall. Lots on tb< 
outskirts of tbe ward sell at $100 to fSOC 
each, and vacant tenement houses ar< 
"scarce as hen's teeth." If some capital 
ist would'build rows of dwellings at va 
rious points in the ward he would soon 
find tenants, and would realize a sou, 
sum on the investment. 
And what i 


true of the second ward may also be sai 
with equal truth of the other wards. Va 
cant houses are in great demand every 
where in the city, indicating strongly tba 
the population of Decatur is rapidly in 
creasing every month, and those wh 
have the capital to spare cannot invest i 
more advantageously than in tenemen 
properly. 


PROSPECTIVE RESIDENCES. 


In the statements made of Decatur's big 


building boom but little bas been said of the 
numerous residences of large and small pro- 
portions that will be put up In different part 
of tbe city during the coming summer am 
fall. The writer In the limited time allotte< 
had all he could do to jot down short para 
graphs of the vlsib'e boom without reference 
to the near future. 
In the Fifth Ward thli 


summer innumerable new frame tenemen 
bouses will be built, and many a mechanic ant 
laboring man will build himself a home. Re- 
Udlng on Calhoun and Jefferson street* are a 
large number«of Germans, just landed from 
the Faderland. 
They etill wear tbe old coun 


try costumes. Three and four families live In 
each of the three houses, and it Is no uncom 
mon thing to see tbe women out in the lots 
with spades In hand making garden and doing 
other heavy work which American women 
usually assign to tbe sterner sex. Those who 
pretend to know say that these newly arrived 
Germans and others that are expected, have 
considerable cash, and as most of them wil 
locate In Decatur permanently they will build 
houses for themselves In the Fifth Ward soon 
er or later. They cannot always live together 
like so many bees in a hive and retain their 
Health, and they will therefore be forced to 
buy. build, or rent dwelling- houses. When the 
miners strike that vein of coal at tbe Decatur 
Shaft in June next, and Mr. Frorer establishes 
his several proposed manufacturing Interests 
n connection with tbe coal mining enterprise 
there will be a sudden «nd largely Increased 
demand for tenenent bouses lo the Fifth 
Ward, because the population of that sect ion 
of the city will be augmented consldtrably— 
fully 100 families at the least calculation.

THE OLD BENCH AND BAB. 


Tho death of Hon. A. B. Bunn brings 


to mind a boat of sad recollections, 
connected with the bar and courts of 
Macon county, and reaching back for a 
quarter of a century. 
It is now » few 


days over twenty-five years sinoe the 
writer of these lines came to reside in 
Deoatur, and began to make the ac- 
quaintance of the men who composed 
tho bar and court officers of Maoon 
county. 
Charles Emerson was judge 


of tbe circuit court, Stephen M. White- 
house was sheriff of the county, Wil- 
liam Pratber was county judge and also 
cirruit clerk and W. S. Freese was his 
deputy, Elam Rust was state's attorney, 
Warner W»Ogle&by was county clerk 
and Isaac C. Pugh master in chan- 
cery. 
All 
these 
officials 
of 1856 


ate now numbered with 
the dead. 


Some of them died full of years, and 
having accomplished much that belongs 
to tho category of life's hopes and am- 
bitions, while others fell in the full 
vigor of manhood. Of the attorneys 
composing the bar at that time only 
three aro now living in Decatur : J. S. 
Post, R. J. Oglesby and S. G. Malone. 
Some of 
the others removed from 


among us, but 
a 
greater 
number 


have passed beyond the dark river. 
Sheridan Wait, Nathan W. Tupper, An- 
gel Tupp«r, John Whitney. James P. 
Boyd, Arthur J. Gallagher, S. 3. Goode, 
and, now, Abraham Brower Bunn all 
have "gone to join the majority." 
The 


citizens who lived here in the days re- 
ferred to need not be told how brilliant 
and ^promising were some of those 
whose names are now on our mortuary 
list, nor of the profound feeling of sor- 
raw whioh pervaded the community as, 
one by one, they pawed to the hereaf- 
ter. 


Few of those who lived here in 1856 


—that is, few of the adult portion of 
our then population—will fail to re- 
member the June term of our circuit 
court that year, when Abraham Lin- 
coln made his last appearance at our 
bar as an attorney, in a ease of general 
interest 
On this occasion he appeared 


for the defendant, David Longnecker, 
on trial for murder. 
The case was 


brought here on 
change of venue 


from Piatt oonnty; and, the jury at this 
term being unable to agree, a nolle 
prosiqui was entered by tbe state's at- 
torney. 
Mr. Lincoln, at that time, was 


just coming into prominence as a pub- 
lic man, that is, in the eyes of the 
whole people, having but a short time 
before been second on the list of those

balloted for by the national Republican 
convention for vice president. 
He had 


for many years beeu among the promi- 
nent men in the state, but his reputation 
was then just beginning to be national. 
At the term of court referred to Mr. 
Lincoln, '^during the noon recess one 
day, complied with the wishes of a host 
of his Macon county friends and deliv- 
ered an address upon the political'top- 
ics of the day. 
That was the first Re- 


publican speech the writer ever heard, 
and though but a mere youth it made 
an ineffaceable impression. It was in 
this speech that Mr. Lincoln made u?e 
of the oft-quoted assertion—for the first 
time, we bciieve—that "this (slavery) 
agitation will not cease as long as the 
overseer's lash scars the yellow girl's 
back." 
We believe Mr. Lincoln after- 


wards attended one |or more terms of 
our circuit court, but never in any case 
of general interest. On the occasion 
referred to he was associated with Capt. 
J. S. Post and Hon. Anthony Thorn- 
ton, both still living here. But we are 
probably 
getting prolix on the sub- 


ject. 


THE critical New York Station thug 


speaks of Secretary AVindom's scheme 
for-converting the 6-percent bonds into jf^erbc 
3} per cents without waiting till Con- Kater Henry 
gress meets next winter or calling an 
extra session : 


The Government scheme for refund- 


ing the maturing debt has grown in fa- 
vor during the week. The holders of a 
large amount of the 6 per cent bonds 
have asked to have them extended at 
34 per cent annual interest, and many 
who did not hold the bonds have been 
buying them in the market for the pur- 
pose of securing the extended 34 per 
cents. These purchases have advanced 
the market price ot the 6s to 103J ; 
and a premium of 14 to 1J per cent is 
bid for the «xtcnded" 34 per cents, to 
be delivered in the month of July. Al- 
together, the prospect now is that near- 
ly all of the $195,000,000 6 per oents 
will practically be refunded into 34 
per oents, and that the resources of the 
Treasury (estimated>t about $200,000,- 
000, provided the $105,000,000 of 4s 
and 44s are sold) applicable this year 
to refunding will be used to refund tbe 
5 per oents, which may by the terms of 
their issue be paid this year. This re- 
funding scheme of the Treasury meets 
with opposition from two quarters. Tbe 
Democratic politicians object to it be- 
cause they supposed that they had put 
the Republican party in the attitude of 
blocking the way to a reduction of the 
publ'.o debt . and they now find that, 
instead of this, tbe Republican Admin- 
istration will get the credit of putting 
the debt in a bolter position than the 
Refunding bill proposed. The 
other 


class which objects to the scheme is 
made up of the dealers in Government 
bonds, who lose the commission on 
buying and selling $195,000,000 of 
bonds. They would probably, in one 
way or another, collectively have made 
about $1,000,000 by tbe exchange of 
the 6s into any low-rate bonds author- 
ized by the Refunding bill. 
According 


to the' Treasury scheme, this sum is 
saved to tbe owners of the 6 per cents, 
and is of couise lost to the brokers, who 
therefore do oot heartily approve the 
scheme. The objection of the Demo- 
crats is mainly that the Secretary has 
exceeded his powers. 
They say he is 


virtually contracting a new loan with- 
out authority from Congress ; that if 
he has the money he is bound to pay 
off the 6 per cents, and that if he has 
it not, he has no right to accept from 
the bondholders a release of their right 
to payment. It is hard to sec, however, 
how he can be brought to justice. The 
bondholders who enter into an arrange- 
ment will not bring him , the people 
who get the benefit of the reduction of 
interest will not do it; and, in fact, it 
looks as if he would escape scot free.

Death of Hon. A. Brower Buna—A Brief 
Sketch 


From Tuesday's Dally. 


We are called upon to-day to chro nicle 


the death of one of the beet known citi- 
zens of Decatur, Hon. Abraham Brower 
Bunn, which look place laat night at 23 
minutes past 11 o'clock, at the family 
residence on West Prairie street, after an 
illness of two months, during the greater 
part of which time he was confined to his 
bed. He had been in bad health for near- 
ly six yean, but only within the past two 
years did he show marked signs of fail- 
ing, caused by nervous prostration and 
rheumatic troubles. 


Tlie deceased was born In the month ol 


December, 1823, in Oreen 
township, Boss 


county, Ohio, and was one of lo children born 
to Ezeklel and Mary Prutzman Bunn. s of 
whom are now dead. The surviving children 
are Rev. D. P. Bunn and Sirs. Elizabeth Bet- 
ter, widow of Peter Betzer, both of whom re- 
side In Decatur, Mrs. Sarah A. Throckmorton, 
of Chlllcothe, Ohio;-Mrs. Mary TUrockmor- 
ton, of Fulton county, Illinois, and Joseph P. 
Bunn, of Chlllcothe, Ohio. 


In early life Mr. Bunn expressed a desire to 


fit hltnself for the medical profession, and at 
the age of 18 years he began his itudles. He 
remo-ed to Mt. Pulaskl, 111 , in mi, with his 
brother, D. P. Bunn, and in the fall of'48 he 
went to Iowa City, Iowa, where he remained 
tor nearly a year. During that year he re- 
solved to drop his medical studies, and turn 
bis attention to the law. He accordingly en- 
tered the office of GUI Fulsom at Iowa City, 
and for several months he was a close law stu- 
dent. In the spring of 1M9, Mr. Bunn returned 
to Mt. Pulaskl with bis brother, and in the 
fall of that year he came to Dccatur and com- 
pleted his studies In the offlce of J. S Post. In 
the fall of 1861 he went to Bloomlngton and 
applied to Judge Davis, then circuit jddge, for 
examination. Charles Emerson, C. H. Moore 
and David Campbell were appointed to exam- 
ine the candidate, and because of the knowl- 
edge Mr. Emerson had of his rare abilities as 
a young lawyer.on his recommendation the ap- 
plicant was granted a license to practice, with- 
out observing the customary formalities. He 
returned to Deoatur and In 1852 married Miss 
Adallne Ingraham, who died In March, 1857, 
leaving three children, Miss Eva Bunn.Samuel 
R. Bunn and John B. Bunu, all of whom are 
now living. 
Several years afterward Mr 


Bunn married the sister of his first wile, Miss 
Nancy Ingraham, who survives her husband. 


In 1388, Mr Bunn was elected a member of 


tbe lower house of tbe Illinois legislature by 
the Republicans ot this district, embracing tbe 
counties of Champaign, Platt, De Witt, Macon 
and Moultrle, and he served with marked 
credit to himself and his constituents. Fora 
time ho held tbe ottice of assesior of Internal 
revenue, which position he subsequently re- 
signed, ho has also served the city as its attor- 
ney and clerk 


Brower Bunn was one of the best-known 


lawyers in Central Illinois. He possessed rare 
reasoning' powers, and as an advocate in courts 
of justice, and as a; speaker upon the rostrum 
he had but few equals and no superiors, In this 
section of the state at least. In health hs was 
always a hard-working lawyer and labored in- 
dustriously for his client, whoever he might 
be, watching his Interest keenly to the close of 
the case. In criminal cases he was generally 
successful, and hie speeches before Juries were 
always listened to with the closest attention, 
notoDly by the members of the bar. but by 
citizens generally, who crowded Into tbe court 
room to hear his argument. 


In the fall of 1877, the deceased became ear- 


nestly Interested m

WASHINGTON, April 25.—To-day the 


statute of the )»te Admiral Farragut 
was unveiled with impoaing ceremonies. 
The city presents a gala appearance. 
Numerous houses along Pennsylvania 
avenue are decorated with bunting, and 
the portico of the executive mansion is 
tastefully draped with national colors. 
Three large stands for the President, 
cabinet, orators aod invited guests have 
been erected on three sides of the 
statue, and are profusely ornamented 
with flags, while the stately mansions 
fronting the park on either side are 
i'estooned and draped with streamers 
and flags of every nation. 


The procession formed at 11 a. m. in 


the neighborhood of the capitol. At 12 
o'clock a gun was fired by the naval 
artillery and the procession moved in 
column of companies from the capitol 
by way of Pennsylvania avenue to Fif- 
teenth street and thence by Connecticut 
avenue to Farragut square. When the 
head of the column reached Fifteenth 
street, a gun was fired by the naval 
saluting battery, stationed in Lafayette 
square, as a signal to notify the Presi- 
dent and cabinet to proceed to the 
square. On arriving at the park the 
cadets and naval division massed on the 
west side, with the army division on the 
north side. Long before the procession 
arrived at the square, ths gaily fes- 
tooned stands were filled to their utmost 
opacity, with the exception of those 
reserved for the Presidential party, the 
survivors of Farragut's naval battles, 
and members of the G. A. R. At 12 35 
the Presidential party arrived, President 
Garfield leaning upon Secretary of the 
Navy Hunt. Prayer having been of- 
fered by Rev. Arthur Brooks, the cere- 
mony of unveiling the statue took place. 
The admiral's flag was displayed, and 
the several bands beat four ruffles, the 
trumpets sounding four flourishes. 


The duty of unveiling the statue was 


intrusted to Quartermaster Knowles, 
who had held the position of quarter- 
master on Farragut's flagship at the 
time of the historic battle ot Mobile 
bay, and the man who lashed Farragut 
to the Bast. At the moment of un- 
veiling, the admiral's salute of seventeen 
guns was fired in Lafayette square, the 
troops presenting arms at the first gun 
and coming to a carry at the last. Then 
Secretary Hunt approached the stand, 
and introduced President Garfield in 
the following words : 


"LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: I have 


the pleasure to introduce to you the 
President of the Unitid States, who 
will accept on behalf of the nation this 
statue of our illustrious naval hero. 


President Garfield was greeted with 


loud applause, and spoke in a loud, clear 
voice, as follows: 


FELLOW CITIZENS . It is a singular 


province of art to break down the lim- 
itations which separate generations of 
men from each other, and to allow those 
of past generations to be'oomrades and 
associates of those now living. This 
capital is silently being filled with he- 
roes of other times. 
Men of three wars 


have taken their places in silent elo- 
quence as guardians and guards of the 
nation they loved so well, and as the 
years pass on, these squares and public 
places will be rendered more and more 
populous; more and more eloquent by 
the heroes of other days. 
From all 


quarters of the country, from all gener- 
ations of its life, from all portions of its 
service, these heroes come by the min- 
istry and mystery of art to take their 
places and stand as permanent guardi- 
ans of oar nation's glory. 


To-day we come to hail this hero, 


who comes from the sea—down from 
the shrouds of his flagship, wreathed 
with the smoke and glory of victory— 
bringing sixty years of national life and 
honor, to take his place as an honored 
compatriot and perpetual guardian of 
his Bation's glory. In the name of the 
nation, I accept this noble statue, and 
his country will guard it as he guarded 
his country. 
[Applause.] 


Ex-Postmaster-General Maynardthen 


made the address, in which he recount- 
ed the life and services ot Admiral Far- 
ragut, and oonoludad with a graceful 
tribute to the officers of the navy. 


Hon. Daniel W. Voorhees then, amid 


loud applause, advanced to the front of 
the speaker's platform, and delivered a 
moit eloquent address. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Voorhees' 


address the Marine Band played "Hail 
to the Chief," followed by an Admi- 
ral's salute, during which the troops 
presented arms, drums beat, trumpets 
flourished and at the sound of the last 
gun the Admiral's flag was hauled 
down, the procession reformed and giv 
iog the statue a marching salute, pro- 
ceeded to the Executive Mansion and 
passed in review before President Gar- 
field, his Cabinet and the senior officers 
of the army and navy. The
